Stocks of wheat in the principal 
exporting countries outside of Rus- 
sia, at the first of April, were 65 
million bushels less than a year 
previous. United States’ stocks ex- 
clusive of merchant mill holdings, 
were around 42 million bushels 
larger than last season, but stocks 
in Canada, Argentina, and Austral- 
ia totalled around 107 million bush- 
els less than last year. 


Study of Russia‘s Wheat 
Position 


Soviet ‘Russia seems unlikely in 
the next few years at least, to re- 
cover the pre-war position of the 


Russian Empire as an exporter of 
wheat, according to a study of the 
situation recently issued by the 
Field Research Bureau of Stanford 
University. This study is based up- 
on the work of Dr. Vladimir P. 
Timoshenko, associate professor of 
economics at the University of 
Michigan. Dr. Timoshenko received 
his academic training in Russia and 
travelled widely there before 1919. 
This study points out that Russia's 
domestic requirements for wheat 
have increased and are increasing 
steadily with the growth of popula- 
tion and the limited expansion of 
rye production. Any expansion of 
crop area must take place principal- 
ly in relatively poor quality land 
in Asiatic Russia and through di- 
version of fallow land to crops. In 
either direction the process must 
proceed under substantial difficul- 
ties and at a moderate rate. Fur- 
thermore, developments of animal 
husbandry is needed (and is 
planned) in the U.S. S. R., and this 
involves more rapid expansion of 
areas in forage crops than those in 
bread grains. 


World Wheat Shipments 

“World shipments of wheat” from 
August 1, 1931, to April 9, 1932, to- 
talled 551 million bushels as com- 
pared with 538 million bushels for 
the same period the previous crop 
year, North American shipments 
totalled 218 million bushels for the 
period compared with 243 million 
bushels for the same period of the 
previous crop year. 


Death of Joe Leiter Recalls 
Famous Wheat Corner 


Joseph Leiter, who tried to corner 
the wheat market in Chicago in 1897 
died recently at the age of 63 years. 
Leiter started to accumulate wheat 
and futures when the price was 73c 
a bushel in April, 1897. Bighteen 
million bushels of wheat and twenty 
two millions of futures were at one 
time in the hands of Mr. Leiter and 
his associates. By May 1898 wheat 
was forced up to $1.86. P. D. Ar- 
mour, of Chicago, came near to 
being squeezed by the Leiter crowd 
in the fall of 1897. He had sold 9,- 
000,000 bushels of grain to the Leiter 
crowd in the summer and when the 
day approached for delivery, could 
not find a bushel in Chicago. Ice 
was forming on the lakes and Ar- 
mour rushed a fleet of freighters 
and ice breakers to “Duluth and 
bought out 27,000,000 bushels. 
Leiter's corner collapsed in the 
spring of 1898 when he sold for an 
average of 85 1-2 cents wheat that 
cost him an average of $1.45 a bush- 
el, His losses were around = $10,- 
000,000. 

Russian Wheat Shipments 

Russia shipped 71 million bushels 
from August 1, 1931, to April 9, 
1932, as compared with 85 million 
bushels for the same period in 1930- 
31. Russia has shipped very little 
wheat since the week of January 16. 


Cana@ian Wheat Shipments 
From August 1, 1931, to April 16, 
1932, wheat shipments from  Van- 
couver totalled 54,366,987 bushels, 
and from Fort William-Port Arthur 
98,788,545 bushels. 


Heavy Deficit in Grain 
Administration 

The cost of the administration of 
the Canada Grain Act last year was 
$2,000,094.26 and revenue totalled 
'$1,345,380.04, leaving a deficit of 
$654,714.22 the Board of Grain Com- 
missioners report. 


Predict Smaller Canadian 
Wheat Carryover 

The Dominion Government Bureau 
of Statistics éstimates Canada’s 
wheat carryover at the end of the 
crop year (July 31, 1932) will be 104 
million bushels, the smallest since 
1928. Last year the carryover was 
133 million bushels, Visible supply

In sod the mois- 
ture went down two feet, and the 
summerfallow has never been in 
better shape at this time of the 
year.

The roads have been impassable 
for cars since Friday. Pioneer meth- 
ods of transportation are being 
used--wagons and buggies, horse- 
back riding and walking.

convenience of being without elec- 
tric lights, the radio, and other 
electric appliances, and long dist- 
ance telephone calls. : 

The animals on the proirie came 
through in good shape, and the 
birds were singing throughout the 


storm. The sunshine at 4 p.m, Mon- 
day was very welcome, but the 
cold south-east wind was not. 


There was a very heavy frost here 
on Monday night. At nine Tuesday 
morning ice five eighths of an inch 
thick was standing on barrels and 
tubs, and the windows were frosted 


over in some’ dwellings. A car 
came in twenty miles early Tuesday 
morning and returned without 
trouble over the frozen roads. This 
will kill all plants that were up, 
except the grass, which seems un- 
affected by the frost.

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FALLS HERE 


Heaviest Precipitation Measured at 

Bassano Dam Where 3.55 inches 
Falls—Other Points Receive Less 
Than Three Inches—Heaviest 
Rainfall in Years Brings Bright 
Crop Prospects. 


The heaviest rainfall in many 
years visited Bassano and neighbor- 
ing districts last Wednesday, Thurs- 
day, Friday, Saturday, and Monday. 

Coming down teadily and soaking 
deep into the ground with no run- 
off into the sloughs, the rain did a 
world of good, storing a supply of 
moisture in the ground for the com- 
ing crop, and making crop prospects 
excellent. 

Not for many years has such a 
heavy rain fallen at Bassano, and 
old timers say it is the best rain we 
have had since 1916. 

At all points where C.P.R. D.N.R. 
weather stations are located the 
precipitation for the five days 
totalled nearly three inches, and at 
the Bassano dam it was 3.66 inches.

West of Bassano, in the Strath- 
more district, the storm was ac- 
companied by sleet and snow, and 


the weight of the ice on the wires 
and poles did thousands of dollars 
damage to telephone, telegraph, and 
power lines. No snow fell at Bas- 
sano, and no damage due to the 
storm is reported in this vicinity. 

The roads have been terribly cut 
up and for a few days traffic was 
practically impossible even on the 
main gravelled highway. The main 
road to Gem was deep in mud and 
impassable, Farmers and the mail 
carrier travelled over the old road 
running through the White farm. 
many cars were stuck on the roads 
on all sides of town, and calls for 
help were received from stranded 
motorists. A number of people from 
the rural districts could not return 
home and had to stop over in Bas- 
sano for a day or two. 

The roads are drying up now, but 
they are deeply rutted and travell- 
gis slow and difficult, with mud- 
holes here and there. 

The streets of Bassano became 
deeply rytted with the passing of 
traffic over the muddy surface. The 
street from the post office to Roy 
Smith’s residence is the worst, and 
even the main street, which has 
been well cindered and is’ well 
drained, suffered to some extent. 

The rain put a severe test on the 
roofs of homes and business premis- 
es. After the storm Harry Holmes 
was called upon to do several re- 
pair jobs on leaky roofs. 

The land received the best soak- 
in git has had for years. Moisture 
penetrated to a depth of nearly two 
feet in tilled fields, and well over a 
foot in the sod. 

Seeding, which was about 40 per 
cent completed when the rain start- 
ed, will be resumed in a few days.

SOIL DRIFTING 
1S PUBLISHED 


University of Alberta Compiles 
Pamphlet on Problem of Great 
Importance to South Alberta 


Summerfallow Held Directly Re- 
sponsible for Condition—United 
Effort on Part of Agrarians is 
Required to Improve (Conditions. 


Responding to a request from 
farmers, the University of Alberta 
bas prepared a pamphlet on soil 
drifting, a copy of which was re- 
ceived at The Mail office a few days 
ago. 

The agronomists whose articles are 
contained in the pamphlet are: F. 
A. Wyatt, professor of soils; J. 
Macgregor Smith, professor of agri- 
cultural engineering; R. Newton, 
professor of field crops; C. C. Gillies 
farmer, Strathcona. 

In his chapter on “Soil Types and 
Management in Relation to Soil 
Drifting,’”” professor Wyatt says in 
part: “Some types of soil drift more 
easily than others. The light sands 
and the heavy clays are worse in 
this respect than are the intermedi- 
ate loams. All soil types will ulti- 
mately drift unless preventive meas- 
ures are employed. . Bummerfal- 
lowing has undoubtedly been direct- 
ly responsible for soil drifting, but 
we cannot dispense with it; thus it 
would seem that we are justified in 
somewhat modifying it.” 

Strip Fa 

Parts of the article by Prof. Smith 
deal with strip farming. ‘Strip 
farming in the south has overcome 
many of the hazards of soil drift- 


ing,” says Prof. Smith. He out- 
lines the methods used, and also 
mentions a modified form of strip 
farming used by Mr. Noble, at

BRRLIN, April 24—Adoiph’ Wivasees 
National Socialists (Fascists) 
came the strongest political po 
in five German states, including 
Prussia, which alone constitutes two 
thirds’ of Germany, in diet elections 
today, but nowhere did they prove 
strong enough to take over the gov- 
ernment alone. 

While in Anhalt, and possibly in 
Wurttenberg, they were almost cer- 
tain to head Rightist coalitions, 
they apparently failed to gain a 
place in the cabinet of Prussia, Ba- 
varia, and Hamburg. 

A bitter campaign for supremacy 
between the Republican government 
factions and the Fascists legions of 
the flery Hitler, who only two weeks 
ago failed to win the German presi- 
dency from Hindenburg, ended with 
three fatalities, a number of other 
casualties, and minor disorders. 

The National Socialists, with the 
four minor opposition parties, com- 
mand only 203 out of the 450 seats 
in the Prussian diet. They could 
form a government only if the 67 
members of the Centrist party, 
which is that of Chancellor Hein- 
rich Bruening, were to support 
them. 


$300,000 FIRE IN CALGARY 
MONDAY EVENING 


CALGARY, April 25—Causing loss 
estimated as high as $300,000, fire 
ripped through the three-storey 
building of the Dunlop Rubber Co. 
on Ninth Avenue west Tuesday ev- 
ening, to provide Calgary with its 
most spectacukar blaze in many 
months. 


The fire was first noticed about 
6 p.m. Every available fireman in 
the city was on duty, and 10 lines 
of hose were pouring water into the 
Fire is believed 
to have broken out in the east cor- 
ner of the building on the second or 
third floors from an unknown cause. 
The building was almost completely 
gutted. 


SOVIET TRADE UNIONS 
PLEDGE MILITARY AID 


MOSOOW, April 22—The 17,000,000 
members of the Soviet trade unions 
stood pledged on Friday to spring 
to the defence of their country, if 
need be, as news dispatches from 
the Far East told of new charges the 
Russian ‘White Guards’’ were ac- 
tive against the Soviets. 


The ninth All-Union Congress of 
the trade unions made the~ pledge 
for its members granting to the Red 
army and to Klementine Voroshiloff, 
war and navy commissar, called for 
increased watchfulness, especially in 
the Far East against the menace of 
a “‘bourgeois’’ invasion. 

It also obligated itself to extend 
military preparedness to the pro- 
letariat and the peasants, with a 
view to greatly enlarging the al- 
ready comprehensive ‘‘patronage”’ 
of the Red army. 

Activities of the Japanese in Man- 
churia are causing much concern in 
Russian cirlees, and the Soviets are 
preparing to defend their interests 
in the Far East. 


DENY CAPONE COULD AID 
RECOVERING LINDBERGH JR. 


HOPEWELL, N. J., April 26—Al 
Capone and some of his henchmen 
are still trying to ‘‘chisel in’’ on the 
Lindbergh kidnapping case, but 
authorities engaged in seeking to 
restore the child to its parents ad- 
vised the United Press today that 
there is no reason whatsoever to 
believe either Capone or his help- 
erg could really aid. 

Col. Lindbergh has not establish- 
ed any further contact with the kid- 
nappers of his child state police an- 
nounced today, as they continued 
their routine investigation. 

Capone first publicly offered to 
post bail bond and endeavor to re- 
cover the stolen baby. Later he was 


understood to have ‘‘guaranteed”’ 
the child's recovery in event of 
his release. Bail has been denied 


him by the courts.
